Berlin. For two years she 
worked on pressing machines 
12 hoars a dsy, got no poy 
and for nourlsoment had to 
subsist on a single slice of 
bread a day, some tea 
.without sugar and a thin 
soup, usnaily mado from po- 
tato skins. 

When the Allied Forces be- 
ga.n bombing Seri in. the 
camp was related In Vien- 
na. Austria. Here, the girls 
were given a few hours off 
on Sundays and permitted to 
walk in the dty. She said 
she and a companion hod 
darted into a restaurant to 
"collect food left on the 
plates,” when they beard 
men peaking in Ensstan. 

She said the men struck 
no a conversation, and of- . 
f^d to taelo get the^ out of 
the camp, they worked out 
a plan to meet th.bm on their 
nc^ free period in the city. 
On the night -befojw, they 



were to throw what few be- 
longings they bad over the: 
camp wall to a waiting ac- 
cotr.pHce below. 

The next day they met 
Soobzekov and'-bls compan- 
ions in the city and were 
bustled to the railrbad sta- 
tion where a group of five 
others were waiting. Togeth- 
er. they boarded a train that- 
took them to Runeary. Soob- 
xokov bad suppliedfthem with 
documents, and arranged for 
them to be sbdterea with 
villagers from October, 19M, 
through -Marcbi. 1943. The 
refuge group, by this time 
had grown to 15 men ana 
five women. 

When the Russians began 
'moving Into Uungray, she 
'Said they got on the move 
iiagain, keepiog just ahead of 
the Russians and just behind 
the retreating Germans, 
pushing toward the U.S. or 
British lines. Sho said they 



walked through the under- 
brush at night, or hid them- 
selves in any kind of vehicle 
that would carry them. They . 
got back into Austria where 
tb^ finally linked up with . 
G.S. and British forces, "and ; 
they treated us wonderful” 
After the war they were - 
sheltered in a ccfpges camp ' 

in Italy, where ^bmkor 
continued to act as feeder. ■ 
She said he worked oat ao ■ 
arrangemeu to have the 
refugees enter Jordan, but 
she bad married one of the 
group in 1948, a Turk, and 
that she chose to go with him ' 
to that country, 

Mrs. Celik recalled Soob- 
xokov as “a skinny young .. 
man, little more than a boy,” 
who risked ' his Ufa for his 
refugee band tlqne and again. 

- She said that while they were 
in Hnngary, he was • picked 
up once by the Germans and 
thrown Into jail.

the group "worked out a way
